Secret Files 
Sets Off Sharp 
Protests 


Washington, Jan. 26 —(/!') — Pres- 


ident Truman's plans for his new 
internal security. ,c PJJI m i s s,i.o.n. 
touched off strong protest in'con- 
gress today7 — especially regard- 
ing policy on access to secret files. 


Mr. Truman late ye s t c r d a y 


named the eight other '"distin- 
guished citizens" who will serve on 
the commission under Fleet Admir- 
al ;Chcstcr W. Nimitz, who was ap- 
pointed chairman earlier in the 
week. 


The commission will study the 


problem of protecting the nation's 
internal security without sacrificing 
the people's freedoms. Part of the 
presidential assignment calls for an 
analysis and report on the loyalty 
program covering g o v e r n m ent 
workers. 


The eight other members are: 
Miss Anna Lord Strauss, former 
resident of the League of Women 
Voters, as vice chairman; the Rev. 
Carl Morgan Block, Episcopal bish- 
ip of California; former ,Republi- 
:an Senator John Danaher of Con-
